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Chiang Stirs — 
Reminiscences 


_ Chiang Kai-shek’s name in the 
news stirs the pools of reminis- 
cence. 


No one who was in Chiang’s 
wartime Chung- 
king will ever 
forget it. It 
squats on top of, 
and clings to 
the sides of, a 
steep rocky pen- 
insula which 
rises at the con- 
fluence of the 
Yangtze and Kia- 
ling rivers. 


In the old days it was a treaty 
port. Trade came from middle 
China and distant edges of Tibet 
by way of the Yangtze. 


There has been a city there for 
more than 4,000 years. Various 
war lords used it as a base. In 
1937 it became the wartime capi- 


tal. From 1938 until 1942 the | 


Japanese bombed it heavily. 


When I was there in early 1945 
it was crushingly crowded with 
almost a million persons. The 
spectacle of it was never the 
same, and yet always the same. 
It is a city of slopes and hills. 
I never got used to, and never 
rode in the rickshaws pulled by 
men with muscled, corded legs. 
Man wasn't made for that. Nor 
can I ever forget the men who 
pulled the great, heavy-wheeled 
carts with their tremendous 
loads. These men, six or eight of | 
them, were literally hitched to) 
the carts with ropes. Some let 
the ropes ¢ross their foreheads, 
which were protected each with 
a heavy pad. Their bodies tensed 
and strained. Sweat poured from 
them. And as they thrust against 
the lines they kept up a chant. 
It was never rhythmic because 
each “Ho!-Ho!-Ho!” of it came 
as if the men had been hit on 
the back and the breath driven 
out of them. It was painful to 
see them so wrung out with such 
slavish, brutal toil. 


There Were Cars 


There were cars—some mili- 
tary, some government, and some 
6f important people—black mar- 
ket and currency speculators. The 
“honey-pot” men, balancing a 
large bucket of what the British 
politely called night soil at each 
end of a large bamboo pole across 
a shoulder, would come by at a 
half trot. All gave them a re- 
spectful distance. There were 
beautiful Chinese girls and poor, 
ugly and pock - marked ones. 
There were old men and wom- 
en and beggars of all ages. 


Every inch of room was taken 
along the streets. There were 
shops and eating places, crudely 
and hastily put up. There was al- 


most an unreality to it, despite 


the ever-present reality of sor- 
row, grief, poverty, woe and 
want.

One day I went some 70 miles 
into the back country. The roll- 
ing hills and fields were beauti- 
ful and serene.

Burton Quits 
U.S. Supreme 
Court Seat 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — Su- 
preme Court Justice Harold H. 
Burton, who wrote one of the 
court’s early anti - segregation de- 
cisions, notified President Ejisen- 
hower Monday that he will retire 
from the tribunal after 13 years of 
service next Monday on the advice 
of his doctors. 


Burton, a Republican senator 
from Ohio before his appointment 
to the court by Democratic Presi- 
dent Truman in 1945, told Eisen- 
hower in a brief note that he 
would leave the bench “with re- 
gret but in accordance with com- 
petent medical advice.” 


Burton became 70 years old last 
June 22 and thus reached the per- 
missive retirement age for mem- 
bers of the high court. 


The President accepted Burton’s 
retirement with “great regret.” 


Regarded as a conservative 
with a staunch New England and 
Ohio Republican background in 
legal matters, Burton joined with 
the rest of the court in the historic 
1954 decision outlawing school se- 
gregation.

Harms Entire South 


Bombs set off in the school at Clinton, 
fenn., did damage all through the South. 
That the bombers were financed and their 
work planned by one of the lunatic 
fringe extremist organizations such as 
once financed the mob-and-bombing-in- 
citer, John Kasper, cannot be doubted. 

There had been no violence at the 
Clinton school, Not a single incident had 
marred its orderly activities. This was 
more than the fanatics could endure. So 
they reacted with their usual weapon— 
violence. 

Gov. Frank Clement, in making avail- 
able the highest possible reward and of- 
fering the FBI all possible assistance, 
said that the choice was one of educa- 
tion by democratic means or by dyna- 
mite. He is correct. The whole South will 
suffer from this violence. It will not cease 
to reverberate until many, many months 
have passed. 

Some states, possibly four, have cho- 
sen to close their public schools when and 
if presented with a court decree. That is 
their right. The federal government can- 
not and will not interfere. 

But those Southern states which have 
chosen another course must certainly be 
allowed to proceed without violence from 
dissenting sources We should not lose 
sight of the fact that it was the initial 
mob violence at Little Rock which pre- 
cipitated the present crisis in education 
by making necessary many court cases 
and decisions which would not have come 
for a long period of time but for the mobs. 

Bonibs and violence will further drive 
national opinion to support the court. The 
next Congress certainly will be in no 
mood to endorse mobs and bombs. It 
will assuredly do nothing to curb the 
court. 

Rather, it may strengthen its policy 
with legislation, The great majority of 
American people—including Southern 
people—want whatever is done to be 
done within the law. Schools may be 
closed or kept open—legally. Either 
course is open to the people involved. 

We trust that the dangerous and crim- 
inal men who did the bombing—and any 
others who may attempt it—will be 
quickly apprehended, tried and given the 
ultimate sentence. 

No matter what our attitude toward 
the segregation question, we cannot con- 
done anarchy and defiance of due proc- 
ess of law.

Let the War Continue 
On Gambling, Lottery 


The crackdown on alleged gambling 
operations in the Atlanta area reminds 
us again that only through constant vigi- 
lance and determination can the commu- 
nity protect itself against organized vice 
and crime. 

Gambling and the lottery racket are 
two evils which persistently must be 
warred upon. They provide breeding 
grounds for a host of other evils 1anging 
from corruption to murder. They are can- 
cers which this or any other community 
cannot afford. 

Officers in three counties made the 
Saturday raids and arrested five men. 
They described the operation as a huge 
sports gambling ring. Additional arrests 
are expected. How many are involved is 
a matter of conjecture. 

Cooperation of law enforcement au- 
thorities in counties surrounding Atlanta 
has been proved to be an absolute neces- 
sity in controlling gambling and vice. 
Reports continue to be made of such activ- 
ities in the city’s fringe areas. Satur- 
day’s raids indicate it is not confined to 
these areas. 

Atlanta and Georgia want no big- 
time gambling operations in their midst 
and any thugs and hoodlums who ply this 
trade must be driven out. The Metropoli- 
tan Lottery Squad should receive full co- 
operation from the courts and all cthers 
concerned in doing that job.

Formosa Cease-Fire Is 


Hopeful Sign, Indeed

While the worst of the Formosa crisis 
seems to be over for now, it is likely to 
settle into weeks and months of diplo- 
matic haggling in Warsaw and at the 
United Nations. Concessions by both 
sides—the Communists and the Nation- 
alists—will be necessary to establish an 
uneasy peace. 


Though the Reds now show no in- 
clination to push the United States into 
a war, they will haggle for every advan- 
tage possible. Our approach seems to be 
for a “two Chinas” settlement in which 
both sides renounce the use of force. A 
cease-fire from the Communists and a 
withdrawal of most of Chiang’s forces 


from Quemoy is the acceptable compro- . 


mise. 

Bargaining from a position of strength, 
the United States hopes eventually to ex- 
tricate itself with honor while depend- 
ing upon the United Nations to preserve 
the peace,

Pope Pius XII is near death following a 
stroke suffered Monday. The 82-year-old 
Pontiff is in a critical condition and has 
received the last rites of his church. 

News of his desperate illness will 
bring sadness to many millions, includ- 
ing those not of his faith. Pope Pius XII 
became the spiritual leader of epproxi- 
mately a half billion Roman Catholies in 
the early spring of 1939. He has been 
one of the great Popes. He was a Stabiliz- 
ing influence in Western affairs during 
the early war years when Hitler seemed 
to be winning the world. 

Pope Pius XII has always been a 
scholar and a person sensitive to the great 
forces of politics, economics and ideolo- 
gies loose in the world. He has made of 
the Vatican a force for good, even outside 
the spiritual field, in combatting influ- 
ences of communism. 

The thoughts and*prayers of many 
non-members of the Roman Catholic faith 
will be with this quiet, gentle and good 
man as he battles for life. As a physi- 
cian said at his bedside, “All is in the 
hands of God.” And indeed all things 
are—the life of a Pope, the future of man

At U.S. Constitution’s Birth

Our forefathers didn’t think much of it either. Those who chafe 
and rage at the Constitution today can remember that if the people 
had been given the chance to vote on ratification of the U.S. Con- 
stitution we would never have had it. 


After 116 days of bitter wrang- 
ling the Constitution Convention 
presented what Washington 
called, “A bundle of compro- 
mises, a mosaic of second choices 
accepted in the interest of the 
Union,” to be ratified by the state 
legislatures as the Constitution of 
the United States. . 

No sooner had the Constitution 
been published than did the flood 
of public criticism break. Violent 
and virulent pamphlets were cir- 
culated to arouse the people 
against ratification. Newspapers 
were filled with letters denounc- 
ing the Constitution and calling 
for its defeat. Wherever people 
gathered, at church, town meet- 
ings, at taverns, crossroad stores 
or whatnot, the argument raged. 
It became increasingly doubtful 
whether the legislatures would 
ratify. 

Then as now there were the 
class prejudices; the sectional 
hates and suspicions; the already 
old question of states’ rights and 
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as now the Supreme Court would 
become an Inquisition which 
would destroy the life and liberty 
of the people. So there is nothing 
new about our division. We have 
been fighting each other since 
1787 with the same hates. 

We read and hear a lot about 
the 14th Amendment being illegal 
because it was adopted under co- 
ercion. If that can be said to be 
true then the whole Constitution 
is illegal because it took a lot of 
coercion, skulduggery, 
and downright blackjacking to 
achieve ratification of the Consti- 
tution in the beginning. It was 
roughest in Pennsylvania and 
Massachusetts and New York. 
Antifederalists raised the bitter 
cry of “Foul, fraud and trickery”’ 
and they insisted the Constitution 
was never legally ratified. So the 
Constitution itself is unconstitu- 
tional.

“Don’t you realize that there 
are acute racial problems in the 
North as well as in the South?” 

These are fair questions, espe- 
cially when they are asked as 
a means of finding the answers, 
not as a means of evading the 
answers. 

The only reason for stressing 
the fact that a Supreme Court 
decision is the law of the land 
is that so many misleading state- 
ments have been made to the 
contrary. I. don’t know. anyone 
who has put the truth more ac- 
curately or more persuasively 
than Gov. Leroy Collins of Flor- 
ida who told the recent Conference 
of Southern Governors: “If citi- 
zens can choose the decisions of 
the Supreme Court they like to 
live by and disregard the ones 
they do not like, law and order 
will soon disappear.” 

We are right up against the ul- 
timate, inescapable, yes-or-no di- 
lemma in which the choice will 
help or hurt every one of us and 
bears on the very survival of the 
nation in today’s kind of world. 

The Choice: Gradual integra- 
tion or the gradual decay of much 
of our public school system. 

Even to clarify the choice will 
not make it easy for all to choose. 
Gov. Collins did not overstate it 
when he said: “Our nation is 
facing the most severe constitu-

tional and social crisis since the 
dark days of the Reconstruction 
following the Civil War.” 


The, situation demands a level 
of social and political statesman- 
ship which we have not yet mus- 
tered.

I believe that we need to give 
very serious consideration to a 
proposal which Gov.

College for ‘Daniel Boones’ 
Suggests No Ties on Coon Hunt

On Nov. 30, up in North Carolina, the Tarheels 


are going to open what they call “the world’s 
first college-conducted school for hunters.” No 
kiddin’! Now you can go to col- <a, 
lege to learn how to hunt. I 
wonder what a few of my long- 
haired heroes like Kit Carson 
or old Jim Bridger would have & 
said to that. a 
Anyone can enroll for the § 
course. The announcement I 
saw doesn’t say anything about 
having to earn a high school @ 
education in hunting before a 
student is eligible to attend the mas 
college course. One would think 9i? lr 
that a guy should at least have _— Charies Eniott 
some preparatory credits in running rabbits out 
of brush piles, or climbing trees for coons, before 
he’d be considered for college enrollment. 


This is one of those quickie jobs. The course 
lasts for six days, at which time you are grad- 
uated (if you take the full $175 treatment, which 
includes room and meals) into a salty, dyed-in- 
the-buckskin Daniel Boone, ready to track the 
nearest bear into its lair. It reminds me of a 
course in casting one of the local department 
stores put on a few years ago. The manager kept 
an expert bait and fly caster in his sporting goods 
department for a week. After about the fourth 
day, one of my friends overheard this conversa- 
tion between two ladies in the elevator: 


“There’s a fellow downstairs teaching people 
how to fish. Let’s go down and learn.” 


“You go ahead,” said the other. “I learned 
yesterday.” 


One thing that intrigues me about this course 


a Sa 
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is that the entire week will be informal. It says 
so on the folder. It declares further that no coats 
or ties will be required at any time and that 
hunting clothes are preferred. That’s good, be- 
cause the curriculum includes coon hunting and 
they might leave some of the students hanging 
by their neckties in one of those thick midnight 
swamps of middle Carolina. 


Along more serious lines, we discussed this 
school the other night at one of those informal 
forums of fellows who meet to talk about noth- 
ing in particular, and most of us were in accord 
that it will serve a purpose. First, it’s a step in 
the right direction of getting inte the college 
courses of wildlife study more down-to-earth in- 
formation than is usually found in the bearded 
classics of zoology, anthropology and ornithology. 


These instructors reach the fundamentals with 
some actual hunting in the field for the various 
species, and more important, lessons in the prop- 
er use of firearms. A lot of guys I know need 
such instruction as that, and some of them have 
been hunting for years. The agenda says there 
will be “lectures and demonstrations on guns, 
gun handling and safety,” as well as some “trap, 
skeet and target practice” under the tutelage of 
experts. 


Collaborating in this bold venture are the 
North Carolina State College, the Wildlife Re- 
sources Commission and the Sportsmen’s Service 
Bureau. The instructors are fellows who know 
their guns and their hunting. Whether they can 
take a lifetime of knowledge and cram it tightly 
enough to make a finished hunter in six days is 
an experiment every educator in the country 
should watch. I have only one wish for the in- 
structors—that none of them end up on their 
stomachs some place, with the medicoes probing 
for chunks of lead, put there by one of their over- 
enthusiastic undergraduates.

WASHINGTON (AP) — Union 
boss James G. Cross was indicted 
on a perjury charge Monday in 
connection with his denial before 
a congressional committee of any 
part in an alleged assault. 


Cross, president of the Bakery 
and Confectionery Workers Inter- 
national Union, said in a state- 
ment the indictment by a federal 
grand jury was part of a political- 
ly inspired persecution. 


The indictment dealt with a con- 
flict of testimony before the Sen- 
ate Rackets Committee in which 
Chairman John L. McClellan ¢D- 
Ark) said someone was commit- 
ling perjury. 


Mrs. Nathan Ehrlich, ‘a gray- 
haired New York City housewife, 
testified here last July that Cross 
and several union adherents in- 
vaded her San Francisco hotel 
room just before a union conven- 
tion in the fall of 1956 and beat 
up her husband and kicked her. 

Cross testified he never was in 
the room. He said he was in his 
own hotel room taking a shower 
at the time. , 


A grand jury in San Francisco 
investigated the case then but re- 
turned no assault indictments. 
However, the grand jury said the 
case was rampant with perjury.

Accepting a ban on nuclear 
weapons would be the worst thing 
the United States could do to- 
day, a Russian-born evangelist 
said on his arrival here Monday. 


Dr. Hyman Appelman, a native 
of Mogliev, Byelorussia, said that 
Russia doesn’t have a backlog of 
goods or industry to wage a sus- 
tained war. 


Therefore any war waged by the 
Russians would have to be a short 
one, said Dr. Appelman, who vis- 
ited his native land last year. 
America must continue testing and 
stockpiling nuclear weapons as a 
war deterrent, he said. 


Dr. Appelman said he doesn’t 
believe Russia will attack as long 
as there is a threat of all-out 
nuclear warfare. 


Dr. Appelman believes there is 
something else on the side of 
America—‘‘the hand of God. God 
took a hand in many military vic- 
tories of the past, He'll do the 
same for us if we will be loyal 
to the founding principles of this 
country.”

Intelligent Child’s 
Grades May Be Poor 


A school child may bring home 
poor report cards even though his 
intelligence is normal or above 
average. There are varied reasons 
for the discrepancy, some more 
subtle than others. 


Jim’s mother had been a teach- 
er. From the day he was able to 
comprehend, she started teaching 
him simple songs, nursery 
rhymes, the alphabet, and arith- 
metic, even when the tyke wanted 
to play, eat, or sleep. By age 5 
he had developed an aversion to 
learning by coercion and this re- 
sentment was reflected later in 
his school work. 


Children often react adversely 
to. force and become a problem 
at the table, for example, when 
told to eat foods they dislike or 
when they are not hungry. 


Constipation has been traced in 
others to coercive toilet training. 


Helping with junior’s home work 


tends to backfire; the boy may 
resent the interference. In time 
homework becomes. distasteful, 
and in addition the child is robbed 
of the opportunity to think inde- 
pendently. 


Boys and girls may produce in- 
ferior schoolwork. because they 
are criticized constantly for not 
doing their best. They become 
frustrated when writing a term 
paper or taking an examination. 
These youngsters write and re- 
write because their standards are 
too high and they need to be suc- 
cessful. 


But anxiety blecks concentra- 
tion. Their grades are bad be- 
cause they cannot finish the exam.

The mere fact that one has been 
doubled in a high contract does 
not necessarily indicate that the 
doubler should be finessed for the 
missing trump honor. When the 
auction reaches the top levels, one 
member of the defending team is 
just as likely to double as the 
other, and many of these doubles 
come as a matter of course. 


West chose to open the club 10, 
which was taken in dummy. The 
heart queen was led and covered 
by the king and ace. 


After a small trump was led to 
the king, the jack lost to West's 
queen on a return finesse. West's 
lead of his third trump then pre- 


vented an eventual heart ruff and 
set declarer two tricks. 


The bidding revealed that East's 
hand consisted mostly of diamonds 
and clubs, with perhaps a value 
in hearts. This reduced his 
chances of holding three spades. 
That is to say, percentages fa- 
vored finding the queen of spades 
with West. 


Accordingly, upon winning the 
opening lead, declarer should take 
the unavoidable heart finesse.
